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HAT the Jews have always occupied 

a prominent place in world affairs 
and prophecy none will deny, and that 
they will continue to occupy that place 
in the days that are before us all Bible 
students agree. In Deut. 28:10 we read 
these words, “And all people of earth 
shall see that thou art called by the name 
of the Lord; and shall be afraid of thee.” 
Much of the world’s unrest and strife 
today is centered around the Jew, not 
that he is responsible but it is happening 
as God said it would. Amos 9:9, “For, 
lo, I will command, and I will sift the 
house of Israel among all nations, like 
as corn is sifted in a sieve.” 

Note that God said if they would obey 
Him none of the things that are happen- 
ing to them would happen (Deut. 28: 
1-15), so what is happening to them 
has been brought about by their con- 
tinual disobedience to their God. And 
remember God is displeased with His peo- 
ple today who are disobedient to Him, and 
will punish them. A recent Jewish period- 
ical writes an article entitled “Israel’s 
Crown of Thorns.” Yes, they are today 
wearing a crown of thorns. Deut. 28:10 
says the nations “shall be afraid of thee.” 
The reason Hitler and the other enemies 
of the Jews want to rid the earth of the 
Jew is because they know that God is 
with them and they are afraid of them, 
knowing they can’t establish their god- 
less program in the earth until God’s 
people are removed. 

God has allowed these feelings of 
hatred against the Jews because of their 
disobedience. Samuel said, ‘‘Obedience is 
better than sacrifice.” We, too, must re- 
member this truth spoken by Samuel. 
Deut. 28:37 says of the Jew, that he 
shall become a proverb and a byword and 
that is true throughout the world today. 
Note the call of the anti-Semitic fore- 
told in the Bible. Psa. 83:4, ‘Come, let 
us cut them off from being a nation; 
that the name of Israel be no more in 
remembrance.” Deut. 28:62 says, “Ye 
shall be left few in number, . . . because 
thou wouldest not obey the Lord.” We 
see that what is happening to the Jew 
God said would happen in these last days, 
so look up, my friend, these be the last 
days. 

Read the article in the Magazine 
Digest, January issue, page 73, entitled 
“Gas Chamber Executions,” how that 
the Nazis are literally fulfilling the 
Bible where God said these godless peo- 
ple would seek to destroy the Jew from 
off the face of the earth. But let us who 
know the Bible tell these ruthless mon- 
sters that their fight is not against the 
Jew alone but against the God who in- 
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habits eternity, and after Hitler’s name 
has been forgotten the Jews will live on 
with their God. Another article written 
in the Readers Digest, February issue, 
page 107, entitled “Remember Us,” tells 
of the horrible massacre of the Jews in 
Poland, Rumania, Germany, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, France and Belgium, 
and the Jewish writer asked the question, 
“Who will remember us?” Let me an- 
swer this man, “God will remember His 
people, and come to their rescue right 
soon. But because of disobedience they 
shall be left few in number.” What an 
awful word and how lightly we look at 
it today—‘‘disobedience.” 

If you want to see what God has done 
in the ages past, look at the Jews. If you 
want to see what He plans to do in the 
days to come, look at the Jews. They 
have been rightly called “God’s Time- 
piece.” 

God said long before He scattered 
them, that He would do so unless they 
obeyed Him, and He did this very thing. 
And to the four corners of the earth they 
were driven. 

Deut. 28:64, “The Lord shall scatter 
thee.” Did He do this thing? One need 
only look in the remote parts of the 
earth to see that He did fulfill this His 
Word. 

Verse 65, “Among these nations shalt 
thou find no ease, neither shall the sole 
of thy foot find rest; but the Lord shall 
give thee there a trembling heart, and 
sorrow of mind.” 

Verses 66, 67, “And thy life shall hang 
in doubt before thee; and thou shalt 
fear day and night, and shalt have none 
assurance of thy life. In the morning 
thou shalt say, Would God it were even! 
and at even thou shalt say, Would God 
it were morning! for the fear of thine 
heart wherewith thou shalt fear, and for 
the sight of thine eyes which thou shalt 
see.” This very thing is happening in 
German-occupied countries where the 


Gestapo reigns. 


If it be true that the Jew is God’s 
timepiece, let. us look at the fig tree, a 
type of the Jewish nation, Matt. 24:32, 
“Learn a parable of the fig tree.” Watch 
the movements of the Jew to learn what 
God will do next. Deut. 30:1-9. Note 
verse 5. The Jew has never taken Pales- 
tine under the unconditional Abrahamic 


covenant, and as God has promised to 
grant them this privilege, they are yet 
to go in and we believe God has this 
movement now on foot, 


The Call to Scattered Israel 

Isa. 43:6, “I will say to the north 
(Russia), Give up; to the south, Keep 
not back: bring my sons from far, my 
daughters from the ends of the earth.” 
Read in connection Jer. 23:3, 4; 30:3-6; 
31:8-21. 

Morgantheau, Se¢retary of the Treas- 
ury, has, so we are told, asked to be re- 
leased from his position to become the 
head of the Zionist movement to go back 
to Palestine to take it under the Abra- 
hamic covenant. 

Senator Tydings, of Maryland, in a 
recent radio address, asked that we help 
the Jewish people to return to their 
country. Note Isa. 62:7. The call of the 
spiritually-minded Zionist, Hos. 6:1-3, 
“Come, let us return unto the Lord: for 
he hath torn, and he will heal us; he 
hath smitten, and he will bind us up. 
After two days will he. revive us: in the 
third day he will raise us up, and we 
shall live in his sight. Then shall we 
know, if we follow on to know the Lord: 
his going forth is prepared as the morn- 
ing; and he shall come unto us as the 
rain, as the latter and former rain unto 
the earth.” Ezek. 36:32-36 says this is 
the Lord’s doings. What is the meaning 
of all this? Matt. 24:33, “It is near, even 
at the doors.” Psa. 102:16, “When the 
Lord shall build up Zion, he shall appear 
in his glory.” He is now building up 
Zion, so look up, our redemption draw- 
eth nigh. Note Luke 21:20, “When ye 
shall see Jerusalem compassed with 
armies, then know the desolation thereof 
is nigh.” Friend, even now Jerusalem is 
full of soldiers armed to the teeth. “Be- 
hold he cometh.” 

Note the fate of those who oppose the 
Zionist movement. The Word of God of- 
fers no quarters to the individual Jew 
who is a criminal, but it condemns in no 
unmistakable terms those who wilfully 
persecute Israel.

Dies Committee 


The Dies Committee has always had 
to fight for its life as, regardless of how 
useful an agency it may have been, there 
are those enemies who would be glad to 
have it lose out in an effort to obtain 
further appropriations. This opposition 
comes particularly from the C.1.O. It 
is, however, credited with destroying sev- 
eral subversive groups and, certainly, only 
those groups that come within that cat- 
egory would oppose the committee. It is 
admittedly strong because of its useful 
influence, therefore a new lease of life 
for two years was voted for it yesterday. 


Take Up Slack Here 


In an address by President Roosevelt 
on January 7, he said, “Food is an essen- 
tial war material.” However, in 1941 
distilleries and breweries used 31,571,034 
bushels of corn and corn products. Ad- 
ditional to this there was also used 6,- 
463,535 bushels of rye for making of 
liquor and alcohol. These products are 
some of our very best foods. In an ad- 
dress given by George Barton Cutten, of 
Colgate University, he said that, “The 
American people pay to the liquor deal- 
ers $4,000,000,000 a year for legal al- 
coholic beverages. Some authorities esti- 
mate that nearly as much is paid for il- 
legal liquor. Let us be conservative and 
place the total at $5,000,000,000. Dr. 
H. M. Pollack, mental hygiene statisti- 
cian for the New York State Depart- 
ment of Health, estimates that the 
economic loss to the nation of those who 
have indulged in alcohol sufficiently to 
be arrested for intoxication is over $5,- 
000,000,000. In addition to this one 
group and this one item, are the economic 
loss of the larger group who drink and 
are not arrested, the extra cost for the 
police, the mails, the prisons, the courts, 
the insane asylums, the hospitals, the ac- 
cidents, the alcoholic-induced diseases, 
the alcoholic-induced crimes, further 
reckoned at an additional $5,000,000,- 
000. These three items, all conservative- 
ly estimated, total $15,000,000,000 a 
year of the nation’s wealth. This esti- 
mate is nearly half the cost of the last 
war to us, and is about a quarter as much 
as we are spending yearly on this war.” 


Slaves 


According to an authority quoted in 
Living Age, there are today at least 5,- 
000,000 slaves in the world, while some 
authorities put the figure at nearer 8,- 
000,000. The biggest slave-owning coun- 
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tries today are Ethiopia, China, and 
Arabia. In China, according to conserva- 
tive estimate there are 2,000,000 slave 
girls. There are 700,000 slaves in Arabia, 
where slavery continues as a legal insti- 
tution. Slave running is also prevalent in 
a caravan of pilgrims to Mecca, the pil- 
grims falling in debt and selling their 
children to return home.—The Watch- 
man-Examiner.

United German Church Front 


A report coming through Geneva by 
RNS states that “Under the leadership 
of Bishop Theophilus Wurm, of Wurt- 
tenberg, all ¢onfessional groups in the 
German Protestant Church are working 
out a basis for agreement and a plan 
of common action to rebuild church life.” 
The purpose of these negotiations is for 
the purpose of presenting a “united front 
of Protestant Christianity in Germany.” 
The “German Christians” would not be 
included who have espoused Nazi doc- 
trines. 

_, 
Beast Worship 

Said Dr. Joseph Goebbels in 1936: 
“Our Fuhrer is the intermediary be- 
tween his people and the throne of God. 
Everything he writes is religion.” Said 
the present Commissar of Labor, Fritz 
Saukel: “God has revealed Himself in 
Adolph Hitler, who has brought us salva- 
tion.” In 1935, Youth Leader Baldour 
von Schirach said: “He who serves Hit- 
ler serves Germany, and he who serves 
Germany serves God.” 

The Nazis considered it as most im- 
portant to get a firm hold on the youth. 
Every German child between six and 
eighteen had to join the Hitler Youth 
Movement. All religious youth organiza- 
tions were disbanded. For the benefit of 
young men and women between eighteen 
and twenty-one, educational courses were 
held in the compulsory labor training 
camps. Twenty thousand denominational 
schools with a roster of over 3,000,000 
students were suppressed. By means of 
controlled elections parents were forced 
to express themselves in favor of public 
rather than confessional schools. To 
make recalcitrant juveniles enter the 
Nazi organizations, the lads were warned 
that their failure to comply would bar 
them from admission to crafts, trades 
and colleges and later from attaining 
civil service or other government jobs. 

The kind of education given to the 
members of Hitler Youth can best be 
judged by a few lines from .the poem 


“Flames of Liberty,” written by a cer- 
tain “G. Sebecker” and_ circulated 
among the Hitler Youth: “We free Ger- 
mans hate those prisons of souls (the 
churches) even more than we hate those 
dogs of priests who pour the poison of 
the Bible into our hearts. Kill them, the 
black dogs soiling our souls.” In the offi- 
cial “Ideologies for Hitler Youth” we 
read: “There is no Christian civilization 
. . . Christ has corrupted the Germans 

The Ten Commandments are a 
resume of the basest instincts of human- 
ity . . . A good race has no need of a 
savior.” 

Other steps taken in connection with 
education was the removal of church 
members from teaching posts. Even 
teachers of theology -at universities and 
colleges needed Dr. Rosenberg’s approval 
of their appointment.—Christian Herald. 
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The Church and Postwar Peace 


There is considerable discussion about 
the place the church should have in post- 
war discussion of peace. It is quite evi- 
dent that the church should have a 
place in these discussions and conclu- 
sions. However, let it be understood that 
the church has a commission to “preach 
peace” incident to reconciliation of 
man Godward; and whether the church 
has place in postwar peace or not, it is 
most useful at work as a soul-saving 
agency. If the church is not successful 
in evangelization of the world, it is not 
likely that it will be in establishing 
peace otherwise. We are commanded as 
individuals to “live in peace,” “preach 
peace,” and to “let the peace of God 
rule in our hearts.” Individual peace is 
possible whether equitable or national 
peace is now obtainable.

MANY REALIZE. This world has seen 
in the twentieth century an unbeliev- 
able increase in the volume of power. 
Our locomotives, ships, airplanes, in- 
struments of war and many other items 
too numerous to mention have all had 
substantial increases in power. SAD 


BUT TRUE, THE CHURCH HAS 
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FAILED TO INCREASE IN POWER 
WITH GOD IN COMPARISON 
WITH THE INCREASE IN THE SEC- 
ULAR WORLD.

WITHOUT THE FIRE AND POWER 
OF GOD IS JUST AS USELESS IN 
THIS WORLD OF SIN AND VICE. 
Many churches and religious organiza- 
tions are just like that old steam engine; 
they have buildings, programs, members, 
ministers, workers, etc., but they are 
not producing the desired results be- 
cause they lack the FIRE OF GOD 
BURNING IN THEIR MIDST. 

Immediately upon arriving at the 
mill, the brother I was with made a fire 
in the engine. In a little while the 


. warmth of the engine caused us to get

We need to 
pray without ceasing that we might be 
deepened in God’s truth. 

In the early days in the West, they 
had shallow wells with pumps. You had 
to pump and prime and work to get 
water. But they began to drill down 
through sand, clay and rocks until they 
hit that lower stream. So we, too, must 
hit the lower stream so we can obtain 
the clear, pure, refreshing water. 

We see how Saul tried to put his armor

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-_* the year of 1942 has passed and 
we are now in the first part of 
1943, it might be well for us to take a 
look around ourselves and see what has 
already been accomplished, then what 
needs to be done and what we can do 
to live the kind of a life that is really 
worth while. First, let us read the 13th 
and 14th verses of the 4th chapter of 
Philippians, “Brethren, I count not my- 
self to have apprehended: but this one 
thing I do, forgetting those things which 
are behind, and reaching forth unto 
those things which are before, I press 
toward the mark for the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 
The Apostle Paul was still striving, ac- 
cording to his own words, to attain to 
that life that would meet with the ap- 
proval of the Lord more completely. 


Before going into detail to tell of the 
life that is worth while, it might be well 
to first mention some of the goals that 
have been set by some individuals as a 
standard which they have spent a life- 
time, or at least a part of one, to reach, 
only to find that there was disappoint- 
ment at the end of that way. 

First, we want to consider a life that 
is spent with the sole object of getting 
rich. Many a man has dreamed that if 
he could work and save and scheme in 
such a way that he would be wealthy, 
he would have reached a place where he 
could be extremely happy, and that he 
would have at his command that which 
would satisfy his soul. He may have 
been unkind through the major part of 
his life, selfish, miserly, close-fisted, 
disagreeable. His goal is reached. Even- 
tually his coffers are full. Now he can 
take his ease. Now he can enjoy his 
wealth. But alas! He has no joy. Life 
is empty. He has no friends. Old age 
has crept on. His life is quickly passing, 
and is gone. Is that kind of a life worth 
while? No. A thousand times no. How 
much better the decision of Moses who, 
“Choosing rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season; esteem- 
ing the reproach of Christ greater riches 
than the treasures in Egypt, for he had 
respect unto the recompence of the re- 
ward,” Hebrews 11:25,26; or consider 
the rich man of whom Jesus spoke, 
“Thou fool.” He had plenty of money 
but was not rich toward God. Surely 
it does not pay for us to just seek ma- 
terial wealth. We will soon be parted 
from material possessions or else they 
can take wings and fly away. Achan 
got the golden wedge and other things 
which he hid, but he lost his life over 
it all. 

Some might spend their lifetime en- 
deavoring to become famous. They like 
to have their name and picture in the

newspapers—right on the front page—- 
and their name on every tongue. They 
like applause. Remember Herod and the 
speech he made. They said that it was 
the voice of a god and not of man. My, 
how he liked that. He did not give God 
the glory. He was eaten of worms and 
died. He got his applause but died a 
shameful death. Besides, as you probably 
know, as soon as one hero has reached 
his climax that soon another surpasses 
him and the former one is forgotten al- 
together. How fickle are the applauses 
of the multitude. A life spent seeking 
to be in the limelight surely will end 
in disappointment. A life like that is 
not worth while. Just think of the 
movie actors and actresses—what a 
price they pay for their fame. The pro- 
fessional boxer and_ professional ball 
player are famous for a while, then they 
are gone. This is a form of idolatry. 
Paul wrote to the Corinthians, ‘‘Neither 
be idolaters, as were some of them; as 
it is written, The people. sat down to 
eat and drink, and rose up to play.” A 
life spent seeking worldly applause is not 
one that will have the smile of God’s 
approval upon it. 


Some would say that they have a 
right to the pursuit of happiness. All 
they care for is that they themselves 
will be extremely happy. Without hap- 
piness, they say, life would not be worth 
while. They do all that lies in their 
power to attain to their ideal. They will 
try every sort of amusement, every lust 
of the flesh to try to gratify their crav- 
ing for happiness, but alas, they are 
miserable most of the time. Why? Be- 
cause happiness is a by-product of a 
life of useful service to our fellow men. 
You can pursue happiness but it is like 
chasing rainbows—you can never catch 
up with one. If we are to be truly 
happy, we must make others happy and 
forget ourselves. Much stress has been 


placed on the happy side or joy side of 
Christianity, and many have sought the 
JOY rather than the Lord. They wanted 
the blessing more than the BLESSER. 
“Thou wilt shew me the path of life: 
in thy presence is fulness of joy; and at 
thy right hand are pleasures for ever- 
more,” Psa. 16:11. It is joy unspeak- 
able and full of glory. “They returned . .. 
with great joy,” etc. What we enjoy 
gives us pleasure. If we as Christians 
only indulge in the pleasures of the 
Christian experiences and pastimes we 
are no better in attitude than the giddy 
world following after every fancy and 
whim to satisfy the flesh, We condemn 








the world because we say they “@ 


“lovers of pleasures more than lovers of 
God,” but how many of us are not 
somewhat guilty of the same spirit?—we 
like to serve the Lord because we enjoy 
being with God’s people. We like to be 
blessed and to feel the moving of the 
Spirit in our midst. We pray and ask 
God’s blessings upon us. We like to feel 
His presence. Where the power is falling 
and the blessings are, people will come. 
Even if someone else prayed the blessing 
down, the rest of us like to be in a 
meeting where the presence of the Lord 
is. Well, this is all sensual—it appeals to 
our feelings. Brother Sisk said, “I want 
to be true to God and the principles of 
righteousness even if I do not have 
another happy moment in my life.” 

The Spirit of Christ leads us through 
the path of suffering. How many of us 
are willing to suffer for Jesus? for His 
cause? because of principles of righteous- 
ness? If we suffer with Him we shall 
also reign with Him. Moses chose rath- 
er to suffer with the people of God 
than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season. Paul was told what great things 
he must suffer for His name’s sake. Acts 
9:16; Rom. 8:17,18. ‘‘All that will live 
godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer perse- 
cution,” 2 Tim. 3:12; 2 Tim. 1:12. Je- 
sus asked us to take up our cross daily 
and to deny ourselves. Self-denial does 
not bring immediate joy. Weeping may 
endure for a night but the joy will come 
in the morning. And then if we suffer 
with Him we shall also reign with Him. 





A life worth while is not one that fol- Sy { 


lows after vain whims of worldly am- 
bitions as umregenerate men do for 
wealth or fame or a notable career or 
just for personal happiness, as one seek- 
ing for a pot of gold at the foot of the 
rainbow. Neither do we as Christians 
reach that goal by a single bound through 
the act of regeneration, nor have we 
reached success because we have been 
sanctified through the blood of Jesus 
and felt His power in us giving us the 
victory over the world, the flesh, and

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Excerpts From a Report Just 
Received From Greece 


“The situation of the women and 
young people has been very much on 
my mind and heart, for I have been wit- 
nessing them daily growing thinner and 
paler; and I have hoped and prayed 
earnestly that something would be done 
for them before the cold of another win- 
ter settles over this country.” 


“All of us are facing the coming win- 
ter with terrific dread in our hearts. We 
remember the sights of the dead and dy- 
ing on the streets last winter. We re- 
member those cold, wet days when the 
streets were filled with people in all 
stages of destitution and starvation, beg- 
ging for a scrap of bread or a few raisins. 
We know that everyone is more under- 
nourished now than a year ago. And we 
know that this coming winter there will 
be, oh, so many more victims. Last win- 
ter, peculiarly enough, in the beginning 
we saw more male than female victims 
on the streets. It is supposed they includ- 
ed the vast numbers of men who had no 
families and who formerly lived in rent- 
ed rooms and ate at restaurants. They 
were probably also men who had re- 
turned from military service and had not 
been able to get back into employment 
since manufacturing had come to a com- 
plete standstill.” 


“But toward the middle of January 
and onward the dead and dying were no 
longer confined to this group, for death 
stalked into the homes of the middle- 
class workers. Trucks went about daily 
to collect the bodies of those who had 
succumbed—in January and February 
the figure reaching over six thousand a 
day in Athens and the Piraeus alone. 
Cost of clothing was increasing at such 
bounds that a family was forced to let 
a dear one go to the common grave with 
as little covering as possible. The bodies 
were “placed” in these huge common 
graves in the same manner as stone would 
be emptied at the side of the road. In 
some instances the truck would not ar- 
rive at a home and the relatives carried 
the sheet-wrapped body of their dear one 
to the cemetery.” 


“Pestilence and disease is another 
dread of the coming winter. In May 
past a young doctor in the Evangelismos 
Hospital fell victim to typhus—and 
daily for weeks we heard of other cases 
in all sections of the city. Early in June 
a sign appeared on a boardinghouse just 
opposite my apartment—“typhus case,” 
and a policeman guarded that house day 
and night to enforce quarantine. The 
victim had been removed to a contagious 
disease so-called hospital outside the city. 
But on the third night thereafter we 
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were awakened by heart-rending screams. 
We learned the next morning that the 
husband had died of tuberculosis. In one 
family both tuberculosis and typhus!” 


“Practically all of us lived through 
last winter without any heat in our 
houses. January and February were un- 
usually damp and rainy. Streaks of mois- 
ture ran down the inner walls of apart- 
ments and houses. As a result of this ex- 
cessive dampness, and no doubt also due 
to lack of milk, butter, sugar and meat, 
there existed what might be called an 
epidemic of acute arthritis, with many 
victims who almost totally lost the use 
of arm or leg.” 


“Medicines and drugs are very scarce. 


If obtainable, are very costly. Such com- 
mon things as aspirin, quinine, salycilate 
of soda, and bicarbonate of soda are now 
myths.” 

“Cleanliness is a luxury. What can the 
poor people do when they cannot buy 
soap and none is available to give them?” 

“We are going through the horrible ex~ 
perience of witnessing the cruel process 
of the survival of the fittest, where only 
the Spartan type of human being can 
be kept alive on the very low vitamin 
diet available. No meat, butter, fish, fat 
or milk products of any kind, month in 
and month out. We ask, for how long, O 
God, how long?”—Near East Founda- 
tion. 





None of us could have ever become 
rich in spiritual things had it not been 
that Christ was willing to become poor 
in earthly things.

With 
a smile and a greeting he said, “Hear 
Mr. Moody tonight.” Anyone that had 
been under the spell of that great dy- 
namic man would be glad to hear him 
again. The World’s Fair had begun in 
Chicago that spring and all sorts of sin- 
ful amusements were taking their place. 
One man had faith and courage to say, 
“The devil is not going to take Chicago 
without a protest.” That evangelistic 
campaign opened when the doors of the 
World Fair opened in the spring and 
closed when the Fair closed. People from 
all over the world found Christ in Mr. 
Moody’s meetings during the summer of 
the World’s Fair. The only time the 
Barnum Bailey Brothers’ Circus tent was 
filled to capacity was when Mr. Moody 
held services there. 


One time Mr. Moody needed three 
thousand dollars to pay his printers, and 
other expenses of the campaign. He did 
the very thing that anyone does who 
knows God. He went to Christ and said, 
“Lord, I need three thousand dollars to 
pay my bills. You know I need every 
ounce of strength I have to carry the 
gospel, and I cannot take time to solicit 
the necessary funds.” God had a woman 
in that city who was wealthy. He told 
her to write a check for Mr. Moody. 
She sat down and wrote a check for one 
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thousand dollars. Again God said, ““Write 
a check for Mr. Moody.” So she sat 
down and tore the first one up and 
wrote another for two thousand dollars. 
Still God didn’t seem satisfied, so she 
sat down again and wrote the check 
for three thousand dollars, and the peace 
of God filled her soul. She called a serv- 
ant and told him to take the check to 
Mr. Moody. The servant slipped in the 
back door of the packed auditorium and 
handed Mr. Moody the envelope. Mr. 
Moody put it in his pocket and forgot 
about it. At the close of the day he sat 
down in a comfortable chair and his 
first thought was, “What about the 
bills that I am to pay in the morning?” 
He remembered that someone had given 
him an envelope, and he took it out of 
his pocket and found his three thousand 
dollars. At another time he needed to 
extend his buildings; so, according to his 
usual plans, he went around to the cor- 
ner lot that he desired and knelt down 
and began to talk with God. It so hap- 
pened that the man who owned the lots 
came by and heard Mr. Moody’s prayer. 
He gave the lots to Mr. Moody then 
and there. 

At one time Mr. Moody came to the 
place in the development of his organ~ 
ization that he needed twenty thousand 
dollars to clear up debts. He selected 
four of his godly young men to go into 
a room and stay with him in prayer 
until the money came. The key was 
thrown over the transom, and they con- 
tinued in prayer until midnight when 
a check for twenty thousand dollars 
was thrown over the transom into the 
room. 

Read the stories of great prayer war- 
riors, people who dared to ask God for 
great things and dared to do great things 
for God. Remember the great Cre- 
ator has infinite energy and measureless 
plans for this world. God wants great 
things undertaken for Him, and done. 
If we can understand how to adjust our- 
selves to God’s plans, we can see most 
marvelous things happen every day. There 
was never a time that we should draw on 
the infinite energy as we should today.

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Church and Parsonage, Washington, D. C. 


Since coming to Washington we have 
been able, with the help of the Lord, the 
faithfulness of the good Church of God 
people here in Washington, and the 
splendid cooperation of our general offi- 
cials, to buy a very nice church and 
parsonage on the same square, in a good 
residential section of Northeast Wash- 
ington. 

The church is built in a “T” shape, 
the front, or main auditorium, is 30x52; 
the back is 35x45, with young peo- 
ple’s auditorium, balcony, two Sunday 
School rooms, and a kitchen. 

We have painted the outside of the 
church and the main auditorium inside, 
and we bought 300 nice theatre seats 
with soft cushions, and a Grand piano, 
and have put down 130 yards of good 
carpet. 

The parsonage has six rooms and a 
kitchen, modern bath, full basement, 
furnace, hot running water, and good 
floored attic, and is on a 100x100 lot.

began to weep because of the vibration 
of the power of God. When asked the 
secret of his great power, Finney took 
his inquiring friend to an old-fashioned 
smokehouse. In it, on a pile of sacks, 
was the print of a pair of knees. Then 
Charles said, “I have an old Negro friend 
who is filled with the Spirit. When I am 
to make a speech, he comes here and 
kneels and prays for me. The greatest 
force behind my work is the power of 
that black man. He knows the power of 
intercession.” This ministry of interces- 

sion is for the high and lowly. 

Even little children can enter into 
this marvelous thing of  intercessory 
prayer. Out in California there was a 
home where lived two little girls with 
their parents. One evening they needed 
some kindling, so the two little gir]s 
went to the mill, got their kindling and 
started home. On the way home, the 
elder little girl became violently ill so 
that she could not go farther. Not many 
blocks from there was a godly German 
working in a factory. The Spirit of God 
said to him, “Go to the street.” He 
went to the street and didn’t see any- 
thing, so he went back to his work. 
Presently the Spirit again bade. him go 
to the street. He went but didn’t sce 
anything. The third time he went out on 
the street and walked down the block. 
He had not gone very far until he came 
to the little girls. The younger one ran 
to him and said, “Mister, my sister is 
very ill. Will you take her home? I will 
show you where my mother lives.” He 
picked the little girl up and they started 
home. When this man was telling the 
mother about his. experience, the little 
girl said, “Mama, I can explain all of 
that. You told us that if we were ever 
in trouble we were to tell Jesus. When 
Sister became sick and couldn’t go any 
farther, I told Jesus.” Children can get 
into this marvelous ministry. 

Intercessory prayer is the greatest of 
all businesses. It is marvelous for wom- 
anhood. Mothers who are shut away 
from the platform of public services 
need not be shut away from great ac- 
tivity. They become so familiar with the 
daily routine of work that they can do 
it without thinking, and that time can 
then be spent in intercessory prayer 
while they are about their work. 

I once visited the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church in Chicago, a very wealthy 
church. It was prayer meeting night, 
and there were about two hundred peo- 
ple in that room. They sang a song and 
read the Word of God. Then the leader 
said, “We are going into intercession for 
the missionaries. Let us take China first. 
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We don’t owe them anything: they are 
all paid up. Let us pray that the Spirit 
of God will be with them.” Then they 
went to India, Africa, and all of the 
missionary fields. They were in the busi- 
ness of intercession. It was bigger than 
anything Wall Street has ever known or 
had anything to do with. . 

The greatest calling in all life is the 
calling of intercession. I never under- 
stood it until I quit going into it casu- 
ally or hit and miss. Every day I have a 
very carefully prepared program of 
prayer. One should make a systematic 
program for prayer. Pray for one anoth- 
er. Mother in the business of interces- 
sion enchains her husband and children 
to the very feet of God. It is prayerless- 
ness that causes children to go down in 
sin. Mother should be in the business of 
prayer. On her prayer list should be the 
prayer meeting, will she be there? You 
can tell the world she will be there. A 
woman should never think of her minis- 
ter getting behind a desk without her 
praying for him. A great revival will 
come to this world when men and women, 
boys and girls get into the business of 
prayer. That woman in the home can be 
the most wonderful minister in the 
world. 

Intercession can also be a great min- 
istry for the old people. There comes a 
time when we cannot carry every physi- 
cal load. Is that a time for us to with- 
draw from everything? That is the time 
for us to get into the greatest ministry 
of the world.
